is then, that they fhould not equally 
 flourifh in Vertue, and how mad muft they 
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be, that would facrifize the Reputation of 


their whole Body to the Pleafure and Follies.

The Matter in fhort is, that asI am ine 
form’d, aSet of our Plavers of both Com- 
panies——Than whom I need not defcribe 
greater Patterns of Vice, and among them, 
feveral who now ftand Indiéted for Blafphe- 
my and Prophanenefs, are now gone down 
to the Univerfity of Oxford to affift in the 
accomplifhing, Anglice, debauching the Mo- 
rals of the Sons of our chief Families, and 
the young Generation of the Nation’s In- 
ftructors. 

Bluth, ye Governors of Houfes, Heads of 
Colleges, and ruling Members of the Uni- 
verfity, when you fhall read over your owe 
Rules and Regulations for the Gev-rnmen: 
of the general Body in that placc, and iH th: 
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time are guilty, at leaft of permitting preaching againft Plays, and others crowd 


thofe Engins of the Devil who prompt the 
Vanity of our Youth, to be fet openly to 
work before your Faces in your Juril- 
diétion. 

Nor can it be faid, this is not a juft 
Charge on the Univerfity, as 4 Body, fince 
cis plain, no Play can be ated in the City 
of Oxford without Licenfe firft obtain’d from 
the Univerfity. 

How then can the Work of Reformation 
of Manners go on in England, when the

early made familar with the Prophanenefs 
and Immoralicies conftantly a&ed upon the 
Stage, and introduc’d under the Authority 
of the Univerficy.

¢ couragement of Learning,the Encreafe of 
« Vertue, Piety, and true Religion, I give

which of all thefe Ends of the Founders do 


thefe Comedians anfwer? What Additions 


do thefe Gentlemen A&térs make to Vertue 
and true Religion What Helps to 
Piety , what defign to honour God, in this 
new Addition to ftudy ?

On the other hand, you Gentlemen of 
Oxford, need neither Plays nor Aétors; you: 
have Men of Wit tocompofe, Men of Hoe. 
mour to prefent, and the Acts and Brerci- 
fes of your own Houfes are fuperiour Di- 
verfions in the Opinion of Men of Learning, 
if they are but Men of Vertue too, and much 
more advantageous to the Hearers, 
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_ For this, Gentlemen, your Theatre was 
built, this will exalt your Charaéter, draw 
Speétators and Hearers from all Parts of 
the World; your Auditery would then be 
Men of Vertue, Honour and Learning, 
the Praétife would be a Reputation to the 
Univerficy, and the Univerfity a Glory to
